Further meetings of the commit- 
tees making up the University Con* 
ferencc have been announced for 
the coming week, and a report has 
been issued by the central admlnl.t- 
trative committee, outlining the 
progress. of, the Cônference to date/ 

Thé ' committee on Ihtcrnational 
Trade and Finance, last of' the 
nine group's of the. Conference to 
gel under way, has announced its 
program of discussion for the per- 
iod remaining before the final 
sessions three . 'weeks' hence. The' 
field of international trade will be 
surveyed under t^vo main headings, 
(a) The Future of World Trade, 
and (b) Canada's Place . in Inter- 
national Trade. 

At .thé next meeting of the com- 
mittee, on -Wednesday at 5'p.m. in 
the Union, discussion will centre 
on the effects of the war on inter- 
national trade, with consideration 
6f the Bretton Woods -Monetary 
Conference and other . recent de- 
velopments. Further work along 
these lines will eventually result in 
a general report on the prospects 
of world trade in the post-war era. 

The analysis of Canada's role in 
international commerce will begin 
with a brief history of world 
trade in the inter-war period, and 
will later consider the dependence 
of Canadian economy ^n her ex- 
ports and import.', together with 
Canada's relations with the British 
Empire, Latin America, and other 
major: economic areas. .ThÇ.Iinal 
report in this section will take the 
form of a pre4Iclion on future 
Canadian policy in' international 
trade, in view of past and presé'nt 
expériences. •

Education Committee 
Hears Stady by SCM 

Schooling of. Adolescents 
Analyzed'-By.JoyPifwles, 
Discussed by Meeting 

The- third, meeting- of tlie Educa- 
tion Committee of . the University 
Conference took placé last Thurs- 
day evening;, and ■ a paper on 
'Adolescent Education' prepared 
by the Siudent;,*Oirlstian' Move- 
ment, .was rëâd 'by^ Joy Powles and 
afterwards discussed. Tlie chair- 
man of the 'meeting' was Leonard 
Griffith, and Professor' John Hughes 
of the Department ' of Education 
was present as Faculty Advisor. ' 

The t»»p"er' gavé à'bflef survey of 
existing conditions,' and stressed the 
fact that the present technique is 
based o'n the same compétitive em- 
phasis prevalent in the business 
world today. For this reason, the 
speaker said,, teachers are. judged 
not on their Influence on' tlie char- 
acters of the children under Ihelr 
charge, but on the humber of child- 
ren they can pass at the end of "the 
school year. She' also deplored the 
fact that so. much eirtphasls is be- 
ing placed on factiia] and rote me- 
mory knowledge, as "• this, the 
speaker explained, makes it harder 
for any teacher to have a complete 
integration of' the 'curriculum, and 
also decreases for the student the 
reality of' education. 

After this <urvey of existing con- 
ditions, the speaker recommended 
that (1) as 'the homework at pres- 
ent given to students is' merely an 
extension of ^thcir|day,time work, 
and as. this gives no 'opportunity for 
the chlld.to' develop -that creative, 
critical' mind' which is one of the 
alms of educajiion, any homework 
given should be conjitructive and 
yet., pleasant; (2) tthat as :thc bias, 
at pceteht'is towards a scléhilfi'e 
education, and as very little voc^ 
tlonal.tuldanco is.ât present < given

Cameron Talks 
Oh Psychiatry 

Says World Events 
Have Helped Develop 
"The Growing Science" 

Speaking on "The Growing Sci- 
ence of Psychiatry,' Dr. Ewen 
Cameron at a luncheon meeting of 
the St. Mary's Hospital Maternity 
and Nursery- Committee, Friday, 
professor of Phychiatry at McGill 
slated, that world events, such as 
the reign of Cromwell in England, 
have played a part in putting psy- 
chiatry 'where it is today, because 
it was during these periods that 
the importance of the individual 
gradually came to the recognized. 

The concept of psychiatry goes 
back as far as we have written rec- 
ord, continued Dr. Cameron. In 
early times people with mental ill- 
nesses were thought to be "possess- 
ed."- Throughout the ISlh and 16th 
centuries there was a gradual rise 
In im'portance of the "common 
man." First reforms in the care of 
the mentally sick came .in 1782. 
However, it was not until the begin- 
ning of the 19th century that Im- 
provements were made in mental 
hospitals. This change came about 
because of the changed way In 
whieh people thought of them- 
selves. A new concept of humans 
as sjngle unitary creatures re-

Founder's Day

Ât Macdonald 

Students, Staff 
Attend Banquet, 
James Speaks 



. The .114 anniversary ot the birth 

of Sir William Macdonald was 
commemorated last night when 
over 250 students attended Mac 
donald College's Founder's Day 
banquet. 

The founder . of this 39-year-old 
college was one of the greatest 
benefactors of McGlll to which he 
gave more than ?H,OOO,O00. His 
name is perpetuated in Macdonald 
College and In a numt>er of build' 
ings, laboratories, scholarships . and 
endowed chairs at the University. 

In the absence of Dr. W. E. Brit 
tain, dean of Macdonald College 
and vice-principal of -McGill Uni- 
versity, Acting Deah 'Robert Sum- 
merby presided over ■ the . annual 
banquet at the college. 

Dr. F. Cyril James, principal and 
vice-chancellor of McGill Untver< 
slty, addressing attending members 
of the student body and ' professor- 
ial staff outlined the histories of 
both universities and drew . an 
analogy between the lives of James 
McGill and Sh:- William Macdonald. 
Of the latter he said: "His was a 
shyness and a. simple way of living 
with ' unflinching '"ideals . . '. We' 
should live iri the strength of this 
ideal established in the molto of 
Macdonald College, Mastery for 
Service." 

"We are living in a time similar 
to that in which McGill lived," he 
continued, "with 'problems of agri- 
culture,, education, politics and' na 
tional readjustment and reconstruC'

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What Concerns You 

People in general have the sad habit of con- 
fining their range of interest to the very bmall 
circle wliich_ iiurroundij them. Tf they arc turc 
of their family, friends and mciins of livelihood, 
then the rest of tiie world can fend for itself, 
^len and women can die of famine in Asia, from 
a civil war in Spain, or during the conquest of 
Ethiopia, and all the interest it will arouse 
among the people of the North .\merican con- 
tinent will be as a topic for after-dinner con- 
versation. 

Such an attitude thqs, of course, never been 
admirable. However, the last two decades have 
fchown unequivocally that it isn't even wise from 
a materialistic point of view. Market craslies, 
national unemployment and war have a way of 
breaking into small self-sufficient social groups 
and showing that tlic men who "eat, drinlc and 
be merry" while tlie Trojan horse is being haul- 
ed into the city, may expect to be destroyed on 
the morrow by their own apathy. 

But let us not throw stones. College stu- 
dents are by no means exetnpt from this sort 
of isolated concentration of interest. Not only 
do many of them care little about what goes otj 
at other universities, but they care crpially little 
about what goes on at their own, as long as the 
specific groups and clubs in which they are 
interested function as usual. Last week, The 
Daily's campus poll showed how students them- 
selves recognize the lack of college spirit around 
McGill. 

The hope of innny was that a revival of 
inter-collegiatc sports would bring about a 
revival both of college spirit and of inter-uni- 
versity thinking. But it must be remembered 
that the football which attracted the largest 
crowds in its best days was an affair between 
only four eastern collc(;cs, not between all of the 
large universities of Canada. .\nd it must also 
be realized that college spirit is not confined 
to sitting in a stand and shouting "Come on, 
iMéGill". 

Taken in its broadest and best sense "college 
spirit" is enthusiasm and interest in activities 
which involve the university as a whole. It 
means supporting a home debating team as 
much as a home football team. .\nd especially, 
it means supporting and paHicipating in stiident 
self-government. 

'It must however be.seen from the start that 
interest in college activities at home is, and 
should be, tied up with interest in college life 
throughout the country as a whole. It is rather 
like the religious conception of morality which 
believes that a man, by making others happy, 
becomes happy himself. 
' About à month and a half ago at the Uni 
versity of Western Ontario a conference took 
place. It was attended by delegates from si.\ 
teen Canadian coUcgCE across the nation. It: 
job was to set in motion the stationary National 
Federation of Canadian University Students, 
an organization whose most notable contribu- 
tions to students in the pre-war years was to 
set up the Canadian University Press, obtaip 
special train rates for students travelling home 
to spend their holidays, and arrange for a few 
scholarships for exchange students between 
Canadian colleges. The attempt was made to 
revive this organization, whose abbreviated title 
is the formidable "N.F.C.U.S.", because a num- 
ber of the western colleges believed that it would 
serve as a medium for student expression on 
the subject of post-wqr reconstruction. Just 
ho\y well last December's conference succeeded 
may be judged from the report of it appearing 
oh the ne'wspagc, of today's "Daily". In any 
case, it is at least a step in the right direction. 

An editorial on the conferenoc appearing in 
thé Queen's Corfimcntator, a newly-launched 
undergraduate magazine at Queen's, makes qn 
observation worth discussing. It criticises the 
procedùrë of having stuHènt executive bodies 
appoint the delegates to the annual conference, 
feeling that this keeps N.F.C.U.S. from having 
any "real roots amongst the students them- 
selves." "We suggest," it goes on to say, "that 
if N.F.C.U,S. really wants to live up to its high 
purposes and_ does not lyant to degenerate into 
the "do-nothing organization it has been, that 
it seriously consider widening its basis of rep- 
resentation. It can do this by Including some

Movie Reviews 



AT LOEWS 

The movie version of Louis Bromfleld'5 "Mrs. 
Parklngton", now in its second week at IjOcw's, pro 
vides pleasant diversion. It docs, however, set up 
a hero of questionable merit In the person of Park 
ington, the great Industrialist of the late 19th cen 
tury personified. Just now wise MGM is in making 
an ideal out of a selfish, egotistical and money-mad 
man,^ and in trying to turn hhn into the sort of 
colorful, imaginative creature who should have 
power "because he knows how to usé It" Is perhaps 
a problem more of moral rather than entertainment 
interest. 

In any case, Walter Pldgeon and Greer Garson 
make a lively couple as the Parkingtons. The pic 
ture opens with Mrs. Parkington as an old woman 
who reviews her life, and observes her progeny, the 
mott realistic collection of objectionable "idle-rich' 
that one would ever expect to meet. Garson com 
pares them with the Imagmation and vitality of 
her husband, and they come off rather badly from 
the comparison. One of them, played by Edward 
Arnold, has been involved in dishonest fmandal 
activities, and he sets thé problem which the film 
worlds out: "Should the Parkington millions be used 
to kocp the man from bankruptcy, or should they 
be divided among the equally-useless family as their 
Inheritance?" - . 

"nie movie has some lush settings from the "age 
of piùsh" and the gowns worn by Miss Garson are 
enough to keep any woman's interest . . . and any 
man's. 

Both Garson and Pldgeon do adequate acting 
Jobs, and the picture is enjoyable, although on the 
typical trite Hollywood extravaganza lines. 

Arnong the ^prts which fill in between the 
showing ol 'the feature film is a terRfic film of 
Negro. Jazz and blues music éntlUed "Jammin' the 
Blues". The photography is extraordinarily good.

By McGill String Quartet— Raoul Jobin 
Gives Excelle iUiReci tal at U. of M,

McGill String Quortet 

The McGlll String Quartet, 
though no longer actually associat- 
ed with this university, do it con- 
siderable credit by carrying its 
name. They are an. earnest, well- 
knit, and muslcianly group, and 
they seem to manage a competent 
performance of whatever Ihcy set 
their instruments to— last Friday's 
concert, with composer-clarinetists 
Robert McBrido as guest soloist, 
kicing an excellent example. 

Anton Dvorak's Quartet in F 
Major, opus 6, was the ot>enlng 
work of the evening; it is diffl-.^ 
cult niuslc, neither plainly dcscript- 
Ivé' nor purely impressionistic, and 
until ito lively,; Anals it lacks a 
WeU-éstâbliiliédV cliàr mélodie line. 
The ensemble did able work 
throughout, but the first three 
movements were a trifle labored 
and oceasionilly lapsed In cohesion 
or tonality. Tho conversations bo- 
twaen cello and viola on the one 
hand and paired violins on the 
other were very charming; and 
then the finale provided a seeming 
release for lightness and grace. 

Mr. McBrlde's "Wise Apple Five," 
a quintet for clarinet and atrings, 
proved something of a surprise. 
Thé audience's expectations ran to 
pblytonaltty and impressionism — 
as one person put it to "discords 
and minor keys." Mr. McBrlde 
however,;, a ^personable young man 
of thlrty-tliréér^iiàvè a performance 
which Goodman and Shaw would 
do well to match, of a witty and 
well-constructed though freé-relned 
composltlàn which may have been 
'popular' but was undoubtedly good 
music. 

Many probably felt that Mr. Mc- 
Bride had no business perpetrating 
lhat kind of music on serious string 
quartets and their audiences — but 
Wise Applé Five" has humor and 
cleverness as its saving graces, if 
needed, and if not mastcr-music Is 
certainly great fun. 

The Mozart Quintet In A Major, 
which concluded the program, was 
little short of magnificent. Here 
Mr. McBride had to prove his 
worth as n clarinetist, and prove it 
he did in sure and brilliant fashion: 
he was occasionally a little heavy 
for Mozart, and not always com- 
pletely clean and precise, but his 
tone was excellent, and especially 
in the third movement his work 
was superb. Tho strings, notably 
Mr. Sherrard and Mrs. Brott, play- 
ed splendidly. This was . the high- 
light of the evening, aiid Indeed an 
outstanding event in the cuirent 
musical season. It would be diffi- 
cult to imagine a finer Mozart per- 
formance — doubly welcome In 
'view of the rarity of 'such music 
among the local programs.

Raoul Jobin Recital 

Raoul Jobin, French-Canadian 
tenor of the Metropolitan Opera, 
gave a fine display of dramatic 
singmg at the University of Mont- 
real, Friday evening.. Accontpanied 
at the piano by Jean-Marie Beau- 
dct, the soloist covered a wide 
period and rang'e of music,' from old 
Italian' to modern ' French, from 
simple folk tunes to sophisticated 
arias. ^ 

The first group conslstéd of three 
old Italian songs, a iittlé unsulted 
to Mr. Jobln's voice and style. The 
first two were simple, unpretenti- 
ous songs, and although Mr. Jobin 
has a full, rich tone, his controled 
notés were Inclined to be somewhat 
métallie, and even the colourful 
Bannis la Craint. from .Giuck's 
'Alcésta," was uneven in tone. Next 
came a group of French songs of 
Fàuré and Duparc. Especially ex 
prcssive were two of Faure, Soir 
and Automne In which Mr. Jobin 
captured the charming and roman* 
tic mood not found in the Duparc. 

Thé final group of songs complet< 
ing the first half of the program 
were English and German. A typlc 
al English melody, the Air, de 
"Çomus" by Dr. Arne was very 
chërroingly presented, but by far 
the best, of the first half were the 
three German' lieder. The first of 
these 0 Winde Kelno Duft'ge Blute 
b yGliere, sung with all tho vigour 
and colour worthy of the song and 
the other two were Brahms' Die 
Mainacbt and Botschaf t which were 
treated with force and power, if 
not a complete understanding of 
the Brahms music . 

Two modern French compositions 
were next, both of which gave more 
scope to thé dramatic powers of the 
singer. La Cloche by Saint Saens 
was tho first of these, vivid and 
brilliant in Itself and presented with 
an case that was as yet unfound in 
the rest of the program. The three 
short lyrics of Canal's Sagesse were 
treated with sincerity and sym- 
pathy, especially Jé suis venu, calme 
orphelin, and Je ne sais pourquoi. 

The final group was operatic, tiio 
songs in which Mr. Jobin was ob- 
viously most at home, and for 
which he Is best suitéd. The uncer- 
tain and metallic tone wtilch had 
slightly marred the mt of tiie pro- 
grana was almost non-cxlslcnt and 
his excellent dramatic ability was 
given full opportunity. Mr. Jobin 
rose to a breath-taking finale in 
Reeondlta Armenia from Puccini's 
"Tosca". which swept thé audience 
otit théir fëèt.'Alinost as ellmacllc 
as this was the aria, Nc Pouvant

Jug Hiero asked Archimedes tôifiM^^if the 
full amount of gold given to his goldsmith tad been 
used in making his crown, or if some silver had 
been substituted. Water over/lowing as Archimedes 
stepped into the bath suggested the solution.

The American Romance'' "now playing' at the 
Gapilol theatre is good entertainment and. pleasant 
to the eye, but for those who are irked by historical 
inaccuracies and a lack of realism it may prove to 
bo somewhat disappointing.

Packed- fuU.' of human sentiments, American flag 
waving, and an over-demonstr#tlon of the magniii 
cince and. power ot steel, it covers a great deal of 
ground. Industrialization in the land of opportun-

The picture is weak.. in romance and drama, but 
from the standpoint' of educational instruction on 
the technicalities ot making stcel.it is of definite 
interest^ Shown in .detail are each ot the many steps 
tiiat.go into the forming of steel, and with the com- 
pletion of this operation. the scene is taken to a large 
industrial plant, down the assembly, line to a fairway 
where automobiles are turned out every five mm 
qtes... Representative of the tlmes'lit'a Xeud , between 
the workers and the production' manager wh<èn the 
m.en. demand .recogiUtion ot their organi^tion^.The 
feud, ends in favor of ,the workers, and' this* ,li 'the 
only tlmïf: that stubborn Steve ^Dangos. who';!has 
nçvcr lost a fight, is forced to concede.

Island, the .long trek from New York to the Middle 
West, and (he high school graduation ceremony, are 
among ^Ihe best. The< picture ends with a sudden 
leap to the Pearl Harbour days and the cqnsetiucnt 
period of amazingly specded-up industrial output, 
when airplanes now instead of automobiles .are turn- 
ed out every five minutes. 

The added feature, "Let's Go Steady", will be 
gulped down pleasantly by all lovers ot jazz and 
members of the jitterbug society. It is the story ot 
a group of lalcnled hep-cats who invade New York 
and turn Manhattan upside down in their iattiempt to 
persuade the orchestra leaders that their musical 
compositions are sensatlonaL Using the army angle, 
they finally 'I reach the public and find tHemselves 
responsible for the prize-winning hit of the nation.

placed the old idea of man being 
made up ot two distinct parts, — 
mind and body.. Also it had been 
customary to view human behav- 
ior itf moralistic terms — good>or 
evil. As lonig as this Idea was dom- 
inant, there could be little prog- 
ress made, the speaker said. 

By the end of the 10th century, 
other fields, began. to. invade psy- 
chiatry to the benefit, of the latter. 
Medicine in' particular began to 
tudy people as' individuals rather 
than isolated parts. Important 
changes were made in administer- 
ing and applying the knowledge al- 
i-eady available. Psychopathic din. 
les' became parts ot general hospi- 
tals. In 1908 the first national men- 
tal hygiene committee was estab 
lished in the United States with the 
object of providing especially train- 
ed physicians and nurses and in 
troducing improved treatment. Bui 
even when this was done, , results 
were not as good as was hoped. 
Dr. Cameron stated. It was' found 
that in the older age groups people 
went to hospital too late. To-'rem 
cdy .this , -.mental hygiene- clinics 
.were developed .to provide earl 
treatment for mental disorders. 
Child guidance clinics, psychiatrists 
in juvenile courts and more recent- 
ly still Industrial psychiatrists have 
come to play their part. .' 

The war of 1014-18 gave a great 
impetus to psychiatry, the speaker 
said. This was occasioned by the 
necessity -for better evaluation, se 
leetiort and placement ot men 
This was 'carried Into clvUan life, 
and ha8-.:never abated,, as -witness 
the personality and Intelligence 
testing of today.
